Equator—Strange Dwarfs In High 
Altitude 


After encountering great hardships, 


and losing three of thelr members a 


brit sh expedition led by Dr. A. F. RB, 
the Great 


Weilaston penetrated to 
Snow Range of New Guinea for the 


cent of Mount Carstensz, almost to the 
summit. A valuable collection of biets 
and plants was obtained. Although 


highest point reached, almost incess- 
ant rain, swollen rivers, and the diffi- 
cult country made the work so hard 
that to cover this apparently short 
distance occupled four and a_ half 
months. At the end the expedition 
nearly came to grief through the cap- 
sizing of Dr. Wollaston’s canoe. The 
explorer was rescued with difficulty, 
but lost diaries covering three months 
and a large quantity of kit. Three 
members of the expedition died. 

Dr. Wollaston left England deter- 
mined to ascend Mount Carstensz, the 
highest peak of the Nassau Range in 
Dutch New Guinea. He was a memf#r 
of an expedition which unsuccessfully 
tried to accomplish this feat three 
years previously. 

After conferring with the Dutch au- 
thorities at Batavia the doctor went 
to Borneo and spent eight weeks col- 


lecting Dyaks before returning to Ba- 
tavia. Here he was joined by Mr. 
C. B. Kloss, curator of the Kuala Lum- 
pur Museum, and the two, with five 


native collectors and seventy-four Dy- 


aks, proceeded by boat to the south 
coast of ] itech New Guinea. They 
were escorted by forty Dutch soldiers 
and Uighty convicts from Batavia un- 
der a Dutch ofticer. 


The party disembarked at the mouth 
of the Utakwa Kiver. which had been 
ascerded by Dutch travellers two 
years previous’y, and appeared Yo be 


terior. From the deck of the ship 
could be seen the snow-capped peaks 


of the mighty Carstensz. A  motor-| 
boat, built in Eng:and and all the 
store and equipment were landed and 


a base camp was made twenty miles 
up the river. 

All this region was quite uninhabit- 
ed and the expedition had to carry 
every bit of its own food. Canoes 
were made by the Dyaks, and the riv- 
er was ascended for two days beyond 
the base, but after that the expedition 
traveiled by land. Depot: were estab- 
lished three Gays’ travel apart, the 
first being three days’ march up the 
foot hills of the Snow Range.

It Is Invariably Caused by Bacteriat 
Infection of a Wound 

The bete moire of domestic surgery 
is blood poisoning. Blood poisoning, 
or septicaemia, as surgeons call it, is 
not caused by colored stockings, dyes, 
chemicals or anything of that kind. 
It is invariably caused by ‘bacterial 
infection of a wound. The wound may 
be a mere pin prick or it may be a 
large wound. It makes no difference 
what implement produces the wound 
The question is, was the implément 
covered with gerns? No matter what 
metal it may be made of if the imple 
ment is clean—t.e., surgically sterile— 
and if the skin about the wounded 
part is clean, there is no likelihood of 
blood poisoning following. 

When blood poisoning does occur ft 
announces itsel: by characteristic 
signs. First there is general chillt- 
ness, with perhaps light headache and 
general aches such as one feels with 
any oncoming fever. The wounded 
part swells, burns, becomes throbbing- 
ly painful and stops discharging for 
atime. Then within a few hours red 
streaks may be seen extending up the 
extremity to the glands in bend of eF 
bow, knee, groin or. armpit. Such 
signs are always serious, though gem 
erally disappearing upon the instita- 
tion of proper surgical treatment. 

For general purposes where an anth 
septic is desired one of the safest and

RNEY 
lee Found on Mountain Top Near 
Equator—Strange Dwarfs In High 
Altitude 


After encountering great hardships, 
and losing three of thelr members a 
ivi sh expedition led by Dr, A. F. RB, 
Woilaston penetrated to the Great 
Snow Range of New Guinea for the 
first time, and made a suécessful as- 
cent of Mount Carstensz, almost to the 
summit. A valuable collection of bitts 
and plants was obtained. Although 
it: Was only sixty miles from the spot 
where the expedition landed to the 
highest point reached, almost incess- 
ant rain, swollen rivers, and the diffi- 
cult country made the work so hard 
that to cover this apparently short 
distance occupied four and a_ half 
months. At the end the expedition 
nearly came to grief through the cap- 
sizing of Dr. Wollaston’s canoe. The 
explorer was rescued with difficulty, 
but lost diaries covering three months 
and a large quantity of kit. Three 
members of the expedition died. 

Dr. Wollaston left England deter- 
mined to ascend Mount Carstensz, the 
highest peak of the Nassau Range in 
Dutch New Guinea. He was a memy*r 
of an expedition which unsuccessfully 
tried to accomplish this feat three 
years previously. 

After conferring with the Dutch au- 
thorities at Batavia the doctor went 
to Borneo and spent eight weeks col- 
lecting Dyaks before returning to Ba- 
tavia. Here he was joined by Mr. 
C. B. Kloss, curator of the Kuala Lum- 
pur Museum, and the two, with five 
native collectors and seventy-four Dy- | 
aks, proc eeded by boat to the south; 


| 


coast of ] itch New Guinea. They 
were escorted by forty Dutch soldiers 
and -ighty convicts from Batavia un-| 
der a Dutch ofticer 

The party disembarked at the mouth 
of the Utakwa Kiver. which had been 
ascerded by Dutch travellers two 


yearg previous’y, and appeared fo be! 
the best route into the unknown in-| 
terior. Irom the deck of the ship 
could be seen the snow-capped peaks 
of the mighty Carstensz. A  motor- | 
boat, built in Eng:and and all the} 
store and equipment were landed and 
a base camp was made twenty miles} 
up the river. 

All this region was quite uninhabit- 
ed and the expedition had to carry | 
every bit of its own food. Canoes! 
were made by the Dyaks, and the riv- 
er was ascended for two days beyond 
the base, but after that the expedition 
traveiled by land. Depot: were estab-} 
lished three days’ travel apart, the 
first being three days’ march up the 
foot hills of the Snow Range. 

From the fourth depot the ascent 
was :nade to the snow line.

Blood poisoning, 
or septicaemia, as surgeons call it, is 
not caused by colored stockings, dyes, 
chemicals or anything of that kind.

The wound may 
be a mere pin prick or it may be a 
large wound. It makes no difference 
what implement produces the wound. 
The question fs, was the implément 
covered with gern.s? No matter what 

metal it may be made of if the imple 
ment is clean—t.e., surgically sterile— 
and if the skin about the wounded 
part is clean, there is no likelihood of 
blood poisoning following. 

When blood poisoning does occur ft 
announces itsell by characteristic 
signs, First there is general chiflt- 
ness, with perhaps light headache and 
general aches such as one feels with 
any oncoming fever. The wounded 
part swells, burns, becomes throbbing 
ly painful and ‘stops discharging for 
atime. Then within a few hours red 
streaks may be seen extending up the 
extremity to the glands in bend of ek 
bow, knee, groin or. armpit. Such 
signs are always serious, though gen 
erally disappearing upon the instita- 
tion of proper surgical treatment. 

For general purposes where an ant 
septic is desired one of the safest and 


most satisfactory to use is ordinary |: 
tincture of iodine—not the colorless|” 


iodine, which isn’t iodine at all, but 
the brown tincture. A few drops or 
a teaspoonful of this in a pint or less 
of water makes valuable gargle, 
mouth wash or a wash for irrigating 
a wound. ‘

Light From Below. 

One of the first bores put down in 
Western Queensland to tap the great 
artesian storage known to exist in 
the interior of AuStralia, was at 
Thargomindah, and the water from 
it is now being put to a novel use. 
The pressure {s 270 pounds to the 
square inch—one of the strongest 
pressure bores in Queensland, though 
the flow is not very strong —- about 
670,000 gallons per day. The bore is 
2,560 feet deep, and the temperature 
of the water is 166 degrees. It 
drives a waterwheel at 1,200 revo'u: 
tions per minute to provide power for 
an electric light system for Thargo- 
mindah, The charge for light is 25 
cents ‘per week per light. It is con- 


‘trolled by the Queensland Govern- 


ment.
